I  herewith  submit  to  you  Financial  Statement  of  Dela- 
ware College  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1919,  which  also 
includes  the  Financial  Statement  of  the  Women's  College 
of  Delaware  for  the  same  period  and  the  Summer  School 
for  1918.  All  amounts  expended  for  equipment  have  been 
provided  for  out  of  the  general  funds,  thus  adding  to  the 
value  of  the  Educational  Plant.  While  both  Delaware 
College  and  the  Summer  School  closed  with  small  balances 
in  hand,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  Women's  College  closes 
this  period  with  a  deficit  of  $1314.46  on  current  expenses, 
and  a  further  amount  of  $10,454.39  expended  for  Plant  and 
Equipment,  leaving  $11,768.85  to  be  provided  for.

This  being  a  fund  given  by  Mr.  Pierre  S.  duPont  and 
paid  over  to  the  Wilmington  Trust  Company  under  an  agree- 
ment between  said  Company  and  the  Trustees  of  Delaware 
College,  dated  March  20,  1916,  providing  that  said  sum  and
